The pc'.rolenm iatercflt 
is sccouil HI importance »nd uwsnitude to none 
other in the eonntry, and there has been a loud 
aud imperative call for an amendment or repeal 
of the revenue tax which bears oppressively up- 
on it.

in his private business and entei prises, ought to 
hate resigned hid ofllcc, at the opening of the 
session, in justice to his constituents. And now 
that hte projects have miscarried lie ought to re- 
sign his office, injustice to his creditors! 
No one 


but hinihglf can disclmige the enormous weight 
o( obligations which icst upon him fiom Ms 
connection with the various companjcH aud hanks 
which huM- now "Buspciulcfl;" 1ml tlicic are in 
this district many clti/uns who possess the pub- 
lic confidence and who have the time-ami thoabil : 
Uy to serve the public acceptably, and to advance \ 
and piolect especially the oil interests of this 
icctiou and the vast material Interests of Pennsyl- 
vania.

THE INCOME TAX. — The pillage of a bill pout 


poning the time for making returns of the In- 
come tax, which were required to bo made by 
the lit of Muy, coupled nit!] the hlaiemcnt oft.hu 
Committee of the National House of Keprosenta-- 
lives h.ulng the uiattci hi chaig«,thatit expected 
to materially chaugu the system, will postpone 
returns to the assessors until the first ol June. 
Probably the latter will not have them completed 
for the use of the assessors until July or Augiibt, 
und collections can scarcely begin lielore the 1st 
of September. It wits hoped that by this time 
the Income lux might hcve been released. It is 
an unpleasant inquisition into a man's means and 
business, which can nsnci be populai, and dissat- 
isfaction with it must IncruabC with evuiyyear 
The only consolation which we can have'upon 
the subject In, that our burdens will not be in- 
creased, but 'there In not much hope that they 
will be greatly reduced. It is supposed that the 
exemption will be increased from ttiOO to $1,000, 
which will relievo cvrry one subject to the. tax, 
of the payment of 920. There is little hope that 
the rate will be reduced from live per cent, to 
three per cent, as has been advocated in some 
quarters, and still less tlint the tav will be with- 
drawn altogether.

tils lot, most scrupulously cleaned, by sweeping, 
washing aud whitewashing, 


2d. Every mau wlio has any authority iu city 


or town governments should consider himself 
bouud by Che oath of office, and by every consid- 
eration of humanity, to give himself no rest until 
every street, alley, close gutter and sewer is 
placed in a state of as perfect cleanliness as 
ocaible, and kept so uutil the frosts of next sea- 
n come. 
3d. These cleauslngs should be doue now, be- 


cause, if put off uutil warm weather, the very 
effort necessary for the removal of filth will only 
tend, iu the essential nature of things, to hasten 
the appearance of the disease, to increase its 
malignity, aud, and to extend the time of Us de- 
vastations ; because the suns of spring and sum- 
mer the sooner warm into life and intensify the 
viperic and malignant influence, which in its re- 
morseless tread, wrecks so much of human hap- 


and desolates so many heartstoaes.
